PERSHING TO QUIT

AS CARRANZISTAS
PRESS ON BANDITS

Joint Peace Commission Ex-
pected to Complete Agree-
ment This Week

STRONG PATROL PLANNED

ATLANTIC CITY, N, J. Nov, |4, —Gen-
oral Pershing's column will be out of Mex-
feo moon If present plans of the American-
Mexican Peace Commission materialize,

The commission proposes to resch a bor-
dar agreement. probably before the week-
end. With doubt aver the alection passed,
the commission today bogan to put in ite
finishing work.

As teniatively framed, the border agree-
mant will call for immediante or gradunl
retirement of Pershing's men from their
posts below the boundary. In the meantime
Geaneral Carransa will endeavor to show
good falth by haying Genernl Murguin
prosecute more vigorously than heretofors
the hunt for Vilia and his bandits. Mur-
guia succeeds Trevino as commander ot
Chihuahua.

The proposed agreement lkewise will
look toward adequate security of the bor-
dor, with the Mexicans assuming n larger
share of this protection than previously
In planning for Pershing's withdrawal the
Americans will be gulded by American
military men's advice his wtay s
strategically uselesa

With the prospect of getting together nf-
ter eleven weeks of conferences, the Mexi-
cans esspeclally were overjoyed today.

Various Internal reforms have been

ledged by the Mexionns, but it i doubtful

many of these will be Incorporated in
a formal sgreement.

He mald that while ha would not
discuss what he intended to talk about
with the Mexiean commissloner, except to
say that it had to do with the affairs of
the Treasury Department, he would go mo
far as to put a stop to the story of negotin-
